T H IS W EEK IN MO. HISTORY 


Floy C. Shoemaker 
The seventy-seventh birthday 
of 
the Missouri School for the Blind 
at 
St. Louis, one of the oldest state edu­ 
cational institutions of Missouri, falls 
o*i Friday of this week. February 24. 
On this date in the year 
1855, 
the 
School was declared a state instiut- 
tion and the sum of $17,000 a year for 
two years was Appropriated. 
It has 
been supported by biennial legislative 
appropriations ever since that time. 
The School was founded in 1851 as 
a private philanthropic venture, spon­ 
sored by some twenty citizens of St. 
Louis, and maintained by private sub­ 
scription as a charitable institution. 
It was first known as “The 
Missouri 
Institute for the Education 
of 
the 
Blind”, and under this 
name 
was 
chartered and incorporated 
by 
the 
legislature in an act approve*! Febru­ 
ary 27, 1851, 
Prior to the opening of the school 
in 1851 and its subsequent taking ov­ 
er by the State in 1855, there seems 
to have been no provision made 
for 
the education of the blind in Missou­ 
ri. 
And strange as it may seem, af­ 
ter the opening of the school, it ap­ 
pears that blind persons were slow to 
take advantage of the opportunity of­ 
fered for an education. 
The trustees 
>f the institution in their report 
of 
November 1, 1852, deplored the fact 
‘hat but fifteen pupils had 
enrolled. 
They attributed this to the fact 
that 
"The blind are 
reluctant 
to 
leave 
home, and parents of blind 
children 
are slow to believe that they can he 
instructed.” 
They 
were 
confident, 
however, that this reluctance could be 
overcome “by 
time 
and 
perserver- 
ance" in placing before the public the 
enormous advantage of State instruc­ 
tion for this 
class 
of 
handicapped 
hildren. 
That their efforts were in­ 
creasingly successful is shown by the 
fact that the biennal report for 1857 
showed 
thirty-five 
pupils 
enrolled. 
Three years later ( 1860) the enroll­ 
ment had reached fifty-one. 
In 1926 
the number of students was 175. 
The School has functioned contin­ 
uously since 1851. 
In 16?9, the title 
was changed to the “Missouri School 
for the Blind”. 
In 1909 the institu­ 
tion was transferred 
officially from 
the list of eleemosynary to that 
of 
•ducational institutions. 
The School 
s open to all blind persons in Missou­ 
ri of good mental and physical 
ca- 
parity between the ages of six and 
twent.v years. 
Board, lodging and tu ­ 
ition are free. 
Instruction includes the regular el- 
•mentarv and 
high 
school 
courses 
taught by means of the revised Brail- 
'e alphabet, with training in music, 
and in various industrial and handi- 
•raft branches, such as printing, reed 
and wicker work, piano-tuning, brush

dread epthalmia neonatorum, the dis­ 
ease causing such a high percentage 
of blindness in new-born children. In 
the 1927 report of the School occurs 
the encouraging statement that 
‘*in 
the last two years the percentage of 
new pupils blinded 
from 
opthalmia 
neonatorum (9.4 per cent) is the low­ 
est amount so far 
reached 
by 
the 
School”. 
Despite the great 
difficulty, laho 
and expense 
involved 
in 
educating 
children the Missouri School for the 
Blind has fulfilled its 
mission 
well. 
Since its foundation 
3657 
children 
have received instruction. 
In its sev­ 
enty-seven years of effort to bring to 
the blind of t ht State through eduea 
tion the 
benefits 
of 
self-confidenct 
and independence the institution has 
rendered Missouri an Invaluable serv­ 
ice.

King Menthuhotep and the unusual 
honor paid them of burial in a royal 
tomb led to the conclusion they fell in 
an important engagement. 
Other wounds on the bodies,

article says, shows that the wounded 
were dispatched with dubs by 
the 
victors after their comrades had re­ 
treated. 
Another 
attack, 
however, 
must have been successful,

bodies were recovered for burial. 
The tomb in which the bodies were 
found was first discovered
